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A TRIP  ABROAD 

(Continued  from  108th  catalog) 

Our  course  was  northeasterly  after  passing  Cape  Race,  and  north 
of  Scotland  to  Bergen,  Norway.  In  mid-ocean  we  met  and  passed 
the  ill-fated  Hindenburg,  poised  in  the  air  like  a big  cigar.  A school 
of  leaping  porpoises  attracts  our  attention.  After  eight  days,  sea 
gulls  become  numerous,  and  we  know  we  are  nearing  land.  The 
pilot-ship  from  Bergen  makes  our  contact,  and  we  dock  about  10:00 
in  the  evening,  in  broad  daylight.  Customs  inspectors  hurriedly 
look  through  our  luggage.  Bergen  is  an  important  seaport  of  100,- 
000.  It  is  noted  for  its  fishing  and  shipbuilding  industries.  The 
populace  turns  out  when  an  ocean  liner  comes  into  port.  Hotels 
are  soon  overflowing.  Almost  as  soon  as  we  landed,  it  began  to 
rain.  This  western  Norway  gets  76  inches  of  rainfall  a year.  So, 
of  course,  some  of  that  must  fall  when  anything  happens.  We  se- 
cured splendid  reservations  at  a leading  hotel,  and  then  set  out  to 
see  the  town,  and  celebrate  our  landing.  After  we  had  done  the 
town,  feeling  that  it  must  be  nearing  bed-time,  I looked  at  my  watch 
and  it  was  2:30  a.  m.  “Why,”  thought  I,  “I  was  waiting  for  it  to 
get  dark,  but  here  we  are  in  a land  of  no  darkness  in  June  and  July. 
But  it  is  bedtime.” 

Presently  we  met  four  ladies  from  the  ship,  who  were  unable  to 
get  hotel  accommodations,  so,  of  course,  we  acted  the  part  of  gallant 
knights  and  decided  to  sleep  in  the  streets.  Then  came  an  officer 
from  the  ship  who  recognized  us,  and  gave  us  permit  to  return  to 
the  ship  which  lay  in  harbor.  There  we  were  assigned  to  a state- 
room, with  the  notice  that  it  would  sail  to  Oslo  at  5:00  a.  m.  But 
they  would  call  us  in  time.  Well,  at  4:55  I chanced  to  get  awake, 
and  in  the  next  five  minutes  things  happened  so  swiftly  that  my  part- 
ner and  I walked  the  gang-plank  in  time  for  the  boat  to  sail  at  five. 
It  was  raining,  but  we  set  out  to  further  explore  the  city  in  taxi-cabs, 
or  in  the  native  tongue  “beels”  (the  ending  or  last  syllable  of  auto- 
mobiles). Autos  in  Norway  are  mostly  American  makes,  the 
cheaper  kinds  predominating.  The  cost  of  them  there  is  nearly  dou- 
ble of  what  it  is  in  this  country,  so  they  are  not  as  numerous.  We 


visited  the  open  air  fish  markets,  and  while  they  are  interesting 
and  useful,  we  feel  glad  they  are  open-air.  The  museum  of  natural 
history  is  very  high-class  and  entirely  worthwhile  a long  visit.  The 
silver  shops  are  unusually  interesting,  as  are  many  of  the  other  shops 
and  stores.  We  travel  up  a funicular  railway  to  heights  beautifully 
overlooking  the  city.  We  are  invited  to  a fine  country  estate,  and 
delightfully  and  hospitably  entertained  for  the  evening  and  night. 
Tomorrow  we  will  start  on  a trip  through  the  beautiful  and  unex- 
celled scenic  fiords  along  western  Norway.
